it may perhaps be regarded as a work ot super- 
erogation on the part of the Transvaal Govern- 
ment says the “Globe” to propose to present 
the great Cullinan diamond to the King. 
That its eventaal destination should be the 
British Crown, side by side with the Koh-i- 
Noor and the other precious gems of the 
Imperial diadem, few would be found to 
question. Bat that the present moment 
should have been chosen for the gift seems 
inadvisable. Such a@ gift, to. be acceptable, 
should be the unanimous act of the whole 
Transvaal Legislature; as it is, the Pro- 
gressive party will be forced to oppose a 
suggestion that looks extravagant ata time 
when the Colony is in a state of not too 
great prosperity and industrial stability. 

If the Progressives refase to vote for the 
acquisition and presentation of the Cullinan 
diamond, their action may ‘be miisanderstood 
in some quarters. It will certainly. be as- 
sailed in others. More especially will it’ be 
the subject of vitnperation in those hen 
cal circles in Great Britain which find plea- 
sure in distorting every motive of their fellow- 
countrymen in South Africa, and in-uttering 
hysterical glorifications of every Boer leader. 
Yet we have no doubt that their action is 
dictated by motives of sincerity, and not 
by any factious desire, The truest loyalty 
to the King lies in forwarding the prosperi- 
ty of his dominions, and not in spending 
hundreds of thousands that cannot be af- 
forded. The Crown’s most resplendent Orien- 
tal jewel is not the Koh-i-Noor, but the 
work of the British Raj in India: a far 
finer gift from South’ Africa than thé 
Cullinan diamond would be the news that 
the sub-continent stood at last on as firma 
foundation as the other self-governing States 
of the Empire, and that it was developing as 
rapidly and as peacefally as they. In con- 
sidering the question we must remember that 
the finances of the ‘Transvaal are in such a con- 
dition that the British Government have had 
| to. guarantee it a loan of five millions sterling, 
and that therefore the precious gift will, in a 
sense, be purchased with our own money ; and 
that this extravagance will lead to enforced 
administrative economies which will necessitate 
the retirement of a large number of English- 
men from the public service of the colony. 

The period of tension through whieh South 
Africa as a whole is passing has been strikingly 
proved daring the last fortnight. The Budget 
of Cape Colony, introduced at. Cape Town on 
Monday last, showed a deficit of £640,455. 
The revenue has fallen from £11,250,000 to 
£7,000,000 in four years. And next year, in 
spite of additions to the Income-Tax and other 
revisions and economies, a deficit of nearly 
£300,000 is anticipated. Natal is still feeling 
the costof the native disturbances early last 
year. The Orange River Colony, as 4 purely 
agricultural State, has indeed no pressing 
problems, either financial or economic, to face : 
but the railway difficulty affects it as well as 
the other provinces, And the shifts to which 
the Transvaal is reduced by its enforced 
gratitude to the British Government and the 
consequent necessity for interference with the 
supply of coolie labour, is sufficiently indicated 
by its abortive Liquor and Native Adminis- 
tration Bills. In these diffioult circamstances, 
torefrain from extravagances of any kind is 
the first duty of all the Governments concern- 
ed, After a few years of economical adminis- 
tration and political quiet, federation would 
be not merely a local aspiration or a states - 
man’s dream: it world bean accomplished 
fact. When that time comes,a symbolic gift 
to the Crown would bea graceful act : at pres- 
ent, it is unfortanately opento misconstraction.

Cotton Market.

The chief cause of the decline has been 
the unsettled state of affairs in the Stock 
Exchanges together with somewhat better crop 
reports, principally from Texas, where the 
drought had caused so much anxiety lately.— 
The principal item of interest has been Messrs. 
Giles’ semi-monthly report, issued yesterday, 
showing an average condition of the crop of 
75.8 against 76.8 a fortnight and 76.2 a month 


ago. 


BRITISH CONSULAR COURT. 


SILVESTER v. MONTANO.

APPEAL TO FOREIGN SECRETARY. 


We have received, with the rest of the 
press, a copy of the programme of the selt 
dubbed “Egyptian National Party” iseued 
by the “Egyptian Committee,” whatever that 
may mean—under cover of a letter from Hafiz 
Awad, of the “Al Minbar.” This gentle- 
man, as will be remembered, was Mr. Ro- 
bertson’s guide, philosopher and friend, dur- 
ing the cursory visit which he paid to chis 
country during last winter, and it may be 
presumed that in return for services render- 
ed Mr. Robertson “has lent a helping hand 
in compiling his new Egyptian Constitution. 
It is accepted on all hands that it requir- 
es many years of careful and patient study 
before one can be ina position to’ put one- 
self forward as an authority on such mo- 
mentous questions, and one has only to 
read the proposals to at once realize that 
its authors have neither the requisite know- 
ledge to deal with such complex problems, 
rior can one believe they have Egypt’s real 
welfare at heart. The following are the com- 
munications addressed to Sir Edward Grey:— 
To the 

SECRETARY OF STATE FOR Forgan AFFAIRS. 
Sir, 

I have the honour to submit to you the en- 
closed outline of the views and wishes of the 
Egyptian nation as regards the changes in the 
Administration of Egypt which we have reason 
to believe will be satisfactory to our people, 
having been already sanctioned by the General 
Assembly at its recent meeting, and which 
appear to us to be of a natate which His 
Majesty’s Government may properly agree to. 

The proposals for establishing the Constitn- 
tion which I have the honour. to submit, are 
based on the schemes put forward by the Earl 
of Dufferin in 1883. These proposals are 
capable of expansion or modification as may 
be deemed expedient when the details are ar- 
ranged ; but we venture to think that they are 
the minimum of the reforms necessary for the 
réasonable satisfaction of the Egyptian people, 
int accordance with the pledges repeatedly given 
to them by the Representatives of His Majesty’s 
Government. 

I may add that copies of this letter and the 
ericlosure will be forwarded to Members of 
Parliament and the Press.

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 


The “Egyptian situation” says “The New 
York Tribune” is a term which has appeared 
for the first time in cable dispatches within the 
last few weeks. No one knows exactly who or 
what a Pharaoh was, excapt that one of them 
had something to do with varions plagues 
brought about by his refusal to follow the 
advice of the Jewish Moses. A “fellah” is not 
revised spelling for the “fellow” who lives by 
agricultoral pursuits on land fertilized by the 
Nile. “Pharaoh” may be taken, however, as the 
equivalent of the master of the situation, while 
the “fellah” is the cotton planter, who is 
becoming increasingly—and unpleasantly—an 
important power in the financial world. If not 
as great as the American King Cotton, he 
holds the next highest rank. 

When Wall Street shivers because Holland 
takes $500,000 in double eagles and Berlin 
obtains $1,000,000 in gold bars, while £500,000 
is passing through Vienna on ite way to Cairo, 
paid for by consols ata record low price, and 
the Continental banks take five-sixths of the 
weekly ontput of the Rand mines, and all this 
happéns in a week, it is evident that Egyptian 
cotton and its planter and owner are financial 
factors of great magnitude, The foremost 
security of the world, the British consol, has 
been offered for sale, at constantly lowering 
prices, in millions, from a souree variously 
described as the Caisse (Egyptian Sub-Treas- 
ury), the Egyptian government, and the 
Egyptian banks, which were never hitherto 
suspected of having a surplus to invest at 8 

r cent. There is, therefore, a feeling that, as 
in the case of the Baring failure, the sales of 
these consols show that one (or more) of the 
old conservative banking houses in London is 
carrying Egyptians at the expense of its 
English investments, 

The “fellah” is rapidly hettnine a kind 
of Mahdior Raisuli. He is raiding the banks 
all around the world and carrying their re- 
serves to his hoards. The important question 
now is, What will he do with his next crop ? 
This is interesting St. Petersburg and Yoko- 
hama, as well as Boston and Manchester. 

It is an indisputable fact that for more than 
a thousand years, from A.D 700 to A.D.1876 
more gold and silver went into Egypt than 
ever came out. The cotton crops of 1860-76 
were sold for £530,000,000, and there was no 
gold worth mentioning retained doring that 


period in the United States. But in 1876 Mr.

W. Sergeant has set himself no easy task in 
attempting to tell the story of her life from 
such a very short perspective. It is greatly to 
his credit, therefore, that, while omitting no 
essential personal details, he has maintained 
an atmosphere of history throughout his story, 
and has left it when it became too private and 
personal for contemporary survey. - 

It is a story which might well tempt every 
lover of romance. Indeed, superficially it is 
the’ veritable fairy-tale, except that it lacks 
the “happy ever after.” The most interesting 
part of Mr. Sergeant’s book is perhaps his ac- 
count of the Empress’s girlhood. The time is 
far enough away for him to be hampered 
neither by the inconveniences of truth nor by 
the lack of perspective, and he has given us a 
pictare which in every way foreshadows the 
character of the Empress of the French. The 
friendship of the Countess of Montijo with 
Mérimée was productive of many interesting 
notes and memories concerning the girl Eugénie 
and her early life, though onthe whole the 
evidence is scanty enough, Washington Irving 
speaks of “having dandled her on his knee” 
when on a visit to Granada, but it is Mérimée 
alone who has recorded the essentials of what 
we know of her. The Countess of Montijo, a 
clever, talented, woman, waa extremely am- 
bitiaus as to her daughter’s future, and was 


-well satisfied when she married the elder of the 


two, Francisca, to the Duke of Berwick and 
Alba. “This helped to give the Montijos a 
good position in Madrid, and it is surprising 
that. Eugénie, with her captivating beauty,high 
spirits, and charm, should not have followed 
sooner in her sister’s steps. It is suggested 
by the author that her somewhat “tomboy” 
disposition, which delighted in the unconven- 
tional, and. which umes led her into wild 
pranks, may have something to do with 
it. Yet it would have been remarkable had 
offers been lacking. There were many stor- 
ies of her being reserved for a higher des- 
tiny. At all events, she was 27 years of 
age before Napoleon III, invited her to share 
his throne. 

Now that the Empress has so long obtained 
fall recognition, and that a clear judgment 
of ‘Napoleon If is gradually becoming 
possible, it is easy to forget the enormous 
obstacles which had to be overcome before 
he married as his heart rather than his head 
directed. The author does rot attempt to
